This contract is for the purchase of approximately 5,000 cubic yards of structural concrete to be used by
Austin Energy onh an as needed basis. Structural concrete is 4000 pounds per square inch, five-sack
cement, 1- inch aggregate mix. The structural concrete will be used to comply with engineering design
specifications in the construction of steel-reinforced foundations, slab foundations and other critical
structures such as substation transformer slabs, buss support steel in substation, transmission tower
piers and control house slabs inside substations.

JAE Construction, Inc., Is in compliance with Texas Commission on Environmental QGuality site
requirements.

MBE/WBE Solicited: 2/0 MBE/WBE Bid: 0/0

PRICE ANALYSIS a. Sole bid received. This solicitation was issued three times in an attempt to obtain
more competition. A survey as to why other companies did not submit a bid indicated these vendors are
currently working to capacity with larger projects. Structural concrete is different from ready-mix
concrete. Most concrete suppliers are not willing to deliver small quantities of this type of
concrete(usually only 2-3 cubic yards at a time). With current State highway construction requirements in

the area, these companies are delivering large quantities of structural concrete and are not interested in
smali deliveries.

b. Seven notices were sent including two MBEs. There are no known WBEs for this commadity. Six
solicitations were issued. One bid was received with no response from the MBEs. c. The pricing offered
represents a 76% increase to the last purchase made March 2005. This increase is due primarily to
increases in fuel, material costs, and labor.
